Germany’s 
Rhineland 
felt the 
scourge of a “made - in - England 
blitz today—a series of raids in 
which 
RAF. 
bombers 
reported 
attacks on Frankfurt - Am - Main. 
Manheim and other Rhine industrial 
centers as well as on the nazi-held 
French coast. 
A Berlin announcement said the 
R A F. bombed tin ancient German 
university town of Heidelberg and 
hit academic and hospital buildings. 
The British, omitting mention of 
any assault or. Heidelberg, said "a 
great weight” of high 
explosive 
bombs was rained on 
Manheim, 
while other R AP. raiders attacked 
the channel ports of Boulogne and 
Cherbourg. 
The Germans said R AT. bombs 
were directed at unspecified "well­ 
known" resorts in southern and 
southwestern Germany, and declared 
that military objectives were no­ 
where hit. 


Hitler’s luftwaffe countered with 
equally violent raids on the British 
isles, striking again at Belfast, the 
capital of Northern Ireland, where 
79 deaths were reported in Sunday 
night’s raid, and fiercely attacking 
Scotland’s vast Clyde river shipyards 
which stretch from Glasgow to the 
sea, 
Liverpool’s Merseyside docks 
were raked by bombs for the fifth 
consecutive night. 


A British statement acknowledged 
th at the Germans, hitting in "large- 
scale" operations, inflicted "much 
damage” and that the toll of dead 
and wounded was expected to be 
high, 
A single direct hit on a 
Belfast shelter claimed 12 lives, it 
was reported. 


With daylight, a formation of 
Messerschmitts flashed across the 
channel, spattered machine-gun bul­ 
lets in the streets of Dover and stab­ 
bed at the town’s balloon barrage, 
sending three of the big “sky traps” 
down in flames. 
A flight of R A P. Spitfires sped 
after the Germans as they raced 
back across the channel.

"On the Saluni front (in Egypt), 
an enemy tank thrust was repulsed,” 
the Italian communique declared. 


In the critical Near East situation, 
a decisive battle for^control of Iraq’s 
rich oil reserves appeared inevitable 
after both the the British and Iraq 
were reported to have rejected a 
Turkish offer of mediation and an 
Egyptian appeal for a peaceful set­ 
tlement. 
British troops still held Habba 
Iyah airport and Basra Harbor, but 
the Iraqi already have cut the oil 
pipeline to Haifa. 


As an aftermath of the battle of 
the Balkans, the axis powers began 
taking over Greece’s islands. 
Hitlers high command announced 
occupation of Lesbos and Chios 
islands in the Aegean sea, only IO 
miles from the Turkish mainland. 


The Italians announced occupy 


Turkey’s offer to act as go-between 
in the conflict at her southeastern 
border elicited a British statement 
that the "friendly motives” of the 
Turkish government were appreciat­ 
ed, but that withdrawal of Iraqi 
troops from the siege of Habbaniyah 
was “an essential perequisite” to 
negotiations. 


At the same time the Berlin radio 
relayed a reported Baghdad broad­ 
cast stating that Iraq would not talk 
mediation until British troops left 
the kingdom.

Laborite newspaper, described the 
diplomatic

BILL PROPOSES 
HELP FOR CO-OPS' 
POWER LIN ES 


Baugher and M cIn­ 
tosh Offer Measure1 
in House 


A bill aimed to prevent a recur­ 
rence of outbreaks between utility 
firms and farmers belonging to rural 
electric 
co-operative 
corporations 
such as happened in Cumberland 
i county 
when 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Power and Light company attem pt­ 
ed to erect a distribution pole line 
last winter, was offered in the House 
Monday night by two members from 1 
counties interested in 
R.E.A. 
ac­ 
tivities. 
The sponsors are Representatives 
George L. Baugher, Aspers, and Jo­ 
seph J. McIntosh, of Cumberland 
county. 
Their joint bill amends the pub­ 
lic utility act of 1937 by imposing 
additional 
limitations 
on 
public 
utilities when bona fide co-opera­ 
tives have been organized to furnish 
light and power service. 
Provides Time Limit 
The measure provides certain pe­ 
riods in which the co-operative cor­ 
porations are given time to proceed 
with their plans in a given area. 
During those periods the electric 
companies are prohibited from con­ 
struction of distribution lines or so­ 
liciting customers. 
It is provided that after a co­ 
operative group files a map of its 
area with the Puolic Utility com­ 
mission, it will be unlawful for a 
utility to construct 
any 
electric 
distribution lines within the area or 
to solicit business with the residents 
of that area for a period of three 
months. 
If the co-operative 
corporation 
files its map and a statement veri­ 
fied by oath to the effect that a 
majority of the potential users of 
electric energy, not then receiving 
central station electric service in 
the area, have signified in writing 
their willingness to take service 
from the co-operative system, the 
utility company cannot legally con­ 
struct its lines or solicit business in 
the area. 
Loan Agreement 
A third limitation provides that 
if 
the 
co-operative 
within 
six 
months shall have entered into a 
loan agreement with any federal 
agency for financing its system and 
shall file notice to that effect with 
the Public U tility commission, with 
a copy of the agreement, no utility 
company after receipt of a notice of 
this action may within a year con­ 
struct its lines or solicit customers 
in the area.

FOREST FIRES 
IN JOHNSTOWN 
CAUSE BIO LOSS 


Hazards Increased 
Due to Extended 
Drought 


[By the Associated Press] 
Johnstown, Pa.. May 6 —Fire haz­ 
ards as a result of the extended 
drought have reached an alarming 
stage, district officials of the De­ 
partment of Forests and Waters re­ 
ported today. 
During the last 24 hours thousands 
of acres of brush, timber and grass 
lands have been burned out. 
The 
largest blaze was reported around 
McGee's Mill in Indiana and Clear­ 
field counties where District Forest­ 
er Charles E. Zerby said 2,500 acres 
were involved. 
It covered a four 
mile front at one time. 
Included in that large area was a 
160-acre game refuge. 
Smaller fires were reported near 
Sandy Ridge in Centre county, Fall’s 
Creek and west of Madeira in Clear­ 
field county, several in Somerset 
county including one near Central 
City that burned over 400 acres and 
i another on the Westmoreland-Som- 
erset county line on Sharfer Run, 
One sawmill owner at Acme, West­ 
moreland county, was charged with 
“setting a fire carelessly” by a state 
motor policeman. That fired ranged 
over 800 acres, including 400 of state 
game refuge. It was brought under 
control Sunday. 
The Jumonville inn, well known 
historic site and summer resort was 
threatened by a fire which finally 
was brought under control by 125

Another bad fire was reported in

MISJUDGMENTS 
A S WE so often pass judgment 
* * u p o n another, it is well to bear 
in mind that, at the same time, that 
same person may be passing judg­ 
ment upon us—and both judgments 
may be utterly wrong! The more 
we think well of everyone, the easier 
it is for everyone to think well of 
us. 
So many of us are too prone to 
criticize and gossip about people 
totally unknown to us. How many of 
us ever know the secret circum­ 
stances of others? Each of us have 
contentions. We fight daily battles 
within ourselves. We often grope 
through confusion of mind and 
spirit. Often we lose our way. Then 
it is that we need guidance, not 
reprimand. 
Gossip seems almost to be a uni­ 
versal trait, for no matter where 
one goes, one encounters it. 
And 
rarely does gossip tell the truth! 
Misjudgements are f o o t b a l l e d 
about until all semblance of truth 
has been smothered. 
It is even far better to circulate 
good talk about a person that may 
not be true than to broadcast bad 
things that may be true. 
Heroes, especially, should always 
be dressed up in fine clothes! It may 
help to impress their human make­ 
up upon people to dress them other­ 
wise, but they last longer with ele­ 
gant equipment. I want no mud 
thrown at my heroes. 
We would have more friends, and 
more loyal ones, if we found less 
fault with them. After all, why 
shouldn’t we all be taken at our 
worth, exchanging our best qual­ 
ities, and overlooking the others? 
We would be far happier and life 
would go along in much smoother 
fashion. 
And then, too, misjudgments all 
too often lodge in the heart and 
cause damage sometimes beyond re­ 
pair. If we only knew—but we rarely 
do. How safely happy we can be, 
therefore, by passing no unkind 
judgment upon anyone. What a 
noble thing is Golden Silence!

PEPPER WOULD 
FIGHT JAPAN AS 


WELL AS AXIS 


Says U.S. Should Make 
a “Shambles” of 
Tokyo 


I By the Associated Press] 
Washington, 
May 
6.—Declaring 
that "it is time for the United 
States to get tough,” Senator Pepper 
(D-Fla) urged today that this na­ 
tion, in cooperation with Great 
Britain, occupy Greenland, Iceland, 
the Azores, the Cape Verde and 
Canary 
Islands, 
Singapore 
and 
Dakar, West Africa. 
Pepper’s "get tough" program also 
carried these recommendations; 
That the U. S. and British navies 
"join openly” in the Pacific "to shut 
up the Japanese fleet with its lair, 
and 
That long-range bombers, man­ 
ned by American pilots enlisting 
voluntarily, be made available to 
China. 
Would Destroy Tokyo 
“A few bombers flown by Ameri 
can pilots wouldn’t leave enough of 
Toyko to build a bonfire,” he com­ 
mented. 
The Florida senator, consistent 
administration supporter and early 
advocate of aid to Britain, said in 
a speech prepared for senate de­ 
livery ; 
"We must stifle threats against 
us near their source. We have al­ 
ready waited too long. If we con­ 
tinue a pussy-footing policy the foe 
will not fear us and our friends will 
not respect us.” 
Speaking of lease-lend cargoes, 
Pepper 
said 
that 
the 
country 
should resolve that no power will 
keep us from getting the goods to 
Britain, and getting them there 
now.” 
It is up to military and naval ex­ 
perts, he added, to decide on the 
best method for guaranteeing safe 
delivery- 
Would Treat Hitler Like 
Barbary Pirates 
As far as Hitler is concerned, 
Pepper said that the United States 
should react to him as it had to the 
Barbary Coast Pirates in the early 
years of the last century, and to the 
gangsters of the Dillinger days. 
The suggestion of bombers and 
“volunteer” fliers for China was pre­ 
faced by the assertion that the time 
had come “to give some plain talk 
and if necessary some plain action 
to Japan.” 
"We know that the little yellow 
men are waiting behind the door 
with a drawn dagger to stab us 
when we become involved with an­ 
other foe,” Pepper said. 
“Should Take the Initiative” 
We should take the initiative. I 
believe a few American pilots in first 
class bombing planes could make a 
shambles out of Tokio. 
If the Japanese get a sample in 
their capital of what they did to 
China, they may lose some of their 
blood-thirstiness.” 
Pepper proposed that the Presi­ 
dent declare and congress approve 
a “state of national emergency—a 
state 
in 
which 
the 
government 
would have power similar to the 
war power.”

Seek to Stabilize 
Prices of Farm Goods 


Washington, May 6 (AP)—Fa mi­ 
st ate congressmen seeking to stab­ 
ilize farm prices in the face of ad­ 
vancing. casts for other commodities 
turned today toward higher loans 
on basic crops as a substitute for 
extra, outright appropriations from 
the federal treasury. 
Senators and house members alike 
agreed that the income on wheat, 
cotton, corn, tobacco and rice this 
year wdhld be determined largely by 
the rate of such loans, rather than 
the amount of parity payment ap­ 
propriations. 
Senator Bankhead (D.-Ala.) said 
both democratic and republican sen­ 
ators had agree that the govern­ 
ment should lend farmers sufficient 
money on basic crops which are 
stored rather than sold, to assure 
the producers an income of 85 per 
cent of parity. The house already 
has passed a bill authorizing 75 per 
cent crop loans. 
(Parity Income would give farm­ 
ers relatively the same purchasing 
power they had in the 1909-1914 
period.) 
While no effort has been made 
yet to reconcile the two loan fig­ 
ures, house agriculture committee­ 
men predicted that the 85 per cent 
level would prevail. x Rep. Doxey 
(D.-Miss.) said that if such was 
the case the senate might agree to 
accept the lower parity appropria­ 
tion of the house, 
After the house made $212,000,000 
available for parity payments, the 
senate boosted the total to $450,- 
000,000. 
This appropriation would 
be in addition to the regular $500,- 
000,000 outlay for soil conservation 
payments to those who cooperate 
with the agriculture department's 
crop control programs.

The new auditor general selected 
Judge John H. Wilson, president 
judge of the Butler county Common 
Pleas court, to administer the oath 
of office.

Ross succeeded Warren R. Roberts 
who returns to private life. 
Want Governor Next Year 
Joseph J. Yosko, Bethlehem, state 
president of the young democrats, 
said that tonight’s dinner will be 
"the signal for the beginning of an 
intensive campaign to elect a demo­ 
cratic governor next year.” 
Ross last night in a statewide 
radio speech describing hLs four 
years of administration as state 
treasurer declared his department 
handled a total of 73,000,000 checks, 
representing more than $2,625,000,000 
during the period. 
"I turn over to my successor, 
under official seal, securities worth 
more than $320,000,000 — an all-

If and when the reich defenses 
were sufficiently weakened, allied 
armies would be thrown onto the 
continent for invasion. 
As I have pointed out more than 
once, at the outset of the war the 
allies pinned their faith mainly to 
Britain’s control of the sea.

their great ring of steel.

Meanwhile Export of 
Machine Tools to 
Russia Is Halted 


[By the Associated Press] 
Washington, 
May 
6 — Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt made a big boost in 
heavy bomber production an urgent 
objective today. 
He instructed Secretary of War 
Stimson to get the job done “with 
all passible speed,” and gave him a 
secret production figure as the mark 
to be obtained. 
Authoritative 
reports 
were 
that Mr. Roosevelt had failed 
for SOO long-range, four motors 
bombers a month—an output at 
least ten times greater than at 
present. Heavy bombers in such 
quantities, airmen said, would 
be an offensive weapon which 
the axis could not meet. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
said 
that 
more 
heavy bombers are needed both for 
the defense of this country and for 
“the vital defense of other demo­ 
cratic nations.” 
Thinking Put Into Action 
The President’s introductions re­ 
called the recent appraisal 
which 
William S. Knudsen made of 
the 
value of heavy bombers. 
“If we had 2,000 of that 
type 
now." the OPM chief said of erne 
four-motor bomber, “we could fix 
things up over there." 
Stimson's roll-out - the - bombers 
assignment would probably require 
more than a year, airmen said, be­ 
fore the 500-a-month 
production 
peak could be reached. However, it 
was noted that steps to expand 
bomber production capacity already 
were well under way. 
Only Milking SO a Month Now 
At the moment only two heavy 
bomber plants are actually in pro­ 
duction, and their combined output 
has been reported to be less than 50 
planes a month. 
Two new assembly plants for 
heavy bombers, however, already are 
under construction at Tulsa, Okla., 
and Fort Worth, Texas, which will 
turn out 50 apiece each month be­ 
ginning some time this fall. 
The 
automobile industry is working on 
manufacture of the parts these 
plants will assemble. 
* Tool Exports to Russia Halted 
Washington, 
May 8 (AP)—The 
United States, it was learned au­ 
thoritatively today, 
has halted all 
exports to Russia of machinery or 
equipment which can be utilized in 
defense production 
The policy was adopted, it 
was 
said, despite strenuous soviet dip­ 
lomatic efforts to obtain the neces­ 
sary export permits and despite the 
fact that some of the machines in­ 
volved had been ordered and paid 
for by the Russians months ago. 
During the past several 
months 
Russia has been successful in se­ 
curing licenses for the export 
of 
machine tools and some other man­ 
ufacturing 
equipment 
previously 
ordered here. 
This was the result 
of negotiations between Constantin 
Oumansky, the soviet ambassador, 
and Undersecretary’ of State Wells.

“THE ASTORS,” by Harvey O’Con­ 
nor; (Knopf: $3.75). 
*TPHERE hardly could be a more 
* undramatic family chronicle than 
that of the Astons. 
This is not to 
)say that nothing dramatic ever 
happened to an Astor, for the death 
of John Jacob Astor IV on the 
"Titanic” is dramatic enough for 
anyone. 
Mr. O’Connor embellishes 
that with the assertion that Astor 
and his young bride would not have 
been on the “Titanic’' had not New 
York “society” frozen them out. 
But in the main, as is evident 
from a day or two spent with Mr. 
O’Connor’s “The Astors,” the star­ 
tling upward course of the Astor 
millions has been accompanied by 
very few fireworks indeed. Old John 
Jacob I is presented as a typical 
Horatio Alger character without the 
aura of scrupulousness. He came to 
America with nothing more than a 
few guineas and a little of his 
London brother’s musical merchan­ 
dise; he made millions in furs and 


on M anhattan Island which ob­ 
viously were much too far north 
ever to be valuable. And he died in 
1848 worth between 15 and 20 mil­ 
lions. 
Mr. O’Connor says that toward the 
end he was being tossed in a blanket 
by his servants in order to work 
up sufficient energy to give in­ 
structions to his rent collectors. 
The one im portant question the 
millions raised was whether their 
owner would scatter them among 
the living Astors, or found a dynasty. 
He did the latter. 
Until William 
Waldorf broke away and founded 
the British branch, the important 
chunks of Astor money that escaped 
the main fund were few, although 
these w'ere large enough to enrich a 
good many people who came to be 
a kind of buffer ring about the 
Astor fortune. 
Mr. O’Connor is neither s y c o ­ 
phantic nor vicious in his long book. 
Neither is he very sympathetic. But 
although he has contributed a full­ 
length (perhaps even longer) study 
of American wealth to the grow­ 
ing list of these, it could not be 
claimed that his book is particularly 
bright reading.
